incipal former is defined as the habit of coming or being ready at 
the right time. It also implies that one can and does meet 
deadlines by completing assignments as given, promptly and without continual re- 
minders. As pointed out above, punctuality is a habit, and habits are only acquired 
or formed by practice. Because of the many anecodotes concerning the fallacy that 
a girl enhances her charms and popularity by keeping the young man waiting, young 
people fail to realize the importance of being on time. Few are aware that one of 
the first enquiries made by prospective employers, after ability, concerns the appli- 
cant's record of punctuality and attendance. 

Much of what has been said also applies to regularity of attendance. This is. 
especially true for weak or mediocre students. Essential points that have been missed 
as a result of inattendance, interfere with the continuity of the learning process. 
These points are seldom if ever, thoroguhly understood by the boy or girl who has to 
resort to second hand explanations from classmates who may be having difficulties 
themselves. Further, "catching up" presents a serious problem for those students who 
are finding it a difficult enough task to "keep up". Employers are not interested in 
hiring those who are "chronically" ill. Absenteeism is a very costly luxury which 
most businesses and Firms can ill afford. 

In view of the fore-going, it is hoped that every student of General Amherst 
will strive for a complete education, that all students will ever strive for these ad- 
ditional assets to learning, which will contribute much to their chances of success in 
whatever occupation they may choose to pursue beyond high school.
